In Memoriam 


Alexander Rodney Boyce 


Alexander Rodney Boyce, who 
died at Seibo Hospital in Tokyo 
on March 11, 1961, was born 
near Brisbane, Australia on Aug. 
22, 1898. He was educated in 
England at Cheltenham Co 
and the Royal Military 
my, Woolwich. He was com- 
missioned in the Royal Engl- 
neers in 1916 and saw service 
in France dur World War I 
from 1917-18. the greater 
part of 1919, he was attached, 
still as a Royal Engineers 
officer, to the Royal Air Force 
but in October of that year he 
was sent to Singa and 

laced in command of the 39th 

Company. In view of 

his marked aptitude for oriental 

languages, he was sent for the 

academic year 1922-23 to Jesus 

College, Cambridge for spe- 
cialized study in this field. 

He first came to Japan in 
1924, where he was attached to 


Andrew’s Church, Tokyo, to Miss 
Vera Lee, eldest daughter of 
Prof. F. H. Lee of the Tokyo 
University of Commerce, and re- 
turned immediately after- 
ward to the United Kingdom, 
where he was stationed at the 
Royal Engineers’ Headquar- 
ters at Chatham. It was at 
Minster, on the nearby Isle of 
Sheppey, that his son Richard, 
now resident in the United 
States, was born in September 
1928. 

After resigning his commis- 
sion in the army with the rank 
of captain, he returned to Japan 
with Mrs. Boyce in the summer 
of 1929 as Far Eastern represen- 
tative of the Gerard Wire Tyring 
Co. In 1931, he was appointed

Improving the Language 

Five leading members of the 
National Language Delibera 
Council have left the council 
in protest to the predominance 
of kana (Japanese syllabary) 
supporters and alphabet sup- 
porters over a handful suppor- 
ters of Chinese characters. In 
the past the council seemed to 
have overstressed the necessity 
for limiting the number of Chi- 
nese characters and using kana 
instead. However, while some
